Prayer. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  has  Issued 
a  call  for  the  extraordinary  gathering 
of  denominational  leadership.  He  said 
that  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Executive  Conjmlttee.  will  lead 
the  service  beginning  at  9  a.  m. 

“The  world  Is  going  through  a  des¬ 
tiny-determining  period,"  wrote  Dr. 
Holcomb  In  his  notification  message. 
“Because  of  our  numbers,  and  our 
territory  at  home  and  abroad,  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  a  great  responsibi¬ 
lity.  We  desperately  need  and  earnest¬ 
ly  desire  the  leadership  and  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  to  match  the  task." 

Date  for  the  special  prayers  was  set 
on  the  last  week-day  of  the  summer 
program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  As¬ 
sembly  here.  Sunday  services  on  Au¬ 
gust  29  will  close  the  season  which  has 
brought  thousands  of  Baptists  here 
for  summer  conferences. 

Dr.  Holcomb  said  that  In  addition 
to  the  special  services  here,  “friends 
everywhere  are  requested  to  Join  us  In 
prayer  for  our  churches  and  for  our

DALLAS,  Texas  —(BP)—  The  Bap- 
tut  General  Convention  of  Texas  Is  | 
sponsoring  an  active  program  for  the 
teaching  of  Bible  by  Baptist  teachers 
oft  the  campus  of  14  Texas  state  col¬ 
leges.  Classrooms  and  teachers  are 
furnished  by  the  denomination,  but 
regulations  on  attendance,  examina¬ 
tions  and  the  maintenance  of  a  col¬ 
lege  level  of  Instruction  are  governed 
by  college  standards. 

Regular  college  credit  Is  given  the 
students  when  their  courses  are  suc¬ 
cessfully  completed.  An  enrollment  of 
2.000  for  the  year  will  be  reached  by 
the  close  of  the  summer  session. 

Dr.  Boone  declared  that  “the  rela- 
Uonship  of  the  Baptist  Chairs  of  Bible 
to  the  colleges  Is  In  full  accord  with 
our  cherished  principle  of  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state. 

Excepting  two  women  teachers,  all 
the  professors  are  ordained  Baptist 
ministers. 

Classes  are  held  In  Baptist  Student 
Centers,  property  owned  or  leased  by 
Baptists,  near  the  campus.  Classrooms, 
library  and  office  space  are  provided. 
The  effort,  Dr.  Boone  said,  is  to  reach 
15.393  Baptist  students  In  state  schools. 

Approval  for  the  Bible  courses  for 
credit  Is  secured  from  the  executives 
of  the  colleges.  In  each  case  the  teach¬ 
er  Is  approved,  from  both  educational 
and  personal  qualifications,  by  the 
president  and  the  dean  of  the  college. 

Dr.  Boone  said  that  the  courses  "are 
Biblical  without  apology.  No  student  Is 
forced,  urged,  or  embarrassed.  The 
right  of  every  student  is  recognized 
and  the  personal  responsibility  Is  Im¬ 
posed  to  receive  or  reject  the  truth. 
Students  of  any  or  no  denominational 
connection  are  welcome  to  seek  a 
knowledge  of  the  Bible.  A  large  em- 
pha.sis  is  placed  upon  the  truth  and 
the  power  of  the  truth  to  reconstruct 
one's  thinking.”

His  wife,  a  graduate  of 
Belnan  Jo  Gakuin,  a  Baptist  girls' 
school  in  Kokura,  is  now  in  Hawaii, 
but  will  Join  her  husband  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  soon.  They  are  the  parents  of 
a  son  two  years  old. 

Miss  Ige  was  bom  in  Los  Angeles 
of  Japanese  parents.  She  finished 
two  years’  work  at  the  Woman’s 
Training  School  in  LoulsylUe,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  in  May.  Before  going  to  the 
seminary  she  studied  for  two  years 
at  Oklahoma  Baptist  UnlTerslty  in 
Shawnee,  Oklahloma.  Miss  Ige  has 
been  active  in  church  wofk  and  is 
anxious  to  aitness  to  her  people' here 
in  America.  She  worked  with  the 
Japanese  as  a  studentworker  un¬ 
der  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  the 
summer  of  1947. 

Other  appointments  recently 
made  by  the  Home  Mission  Board 
include  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Emmanuel 
Rojas  to  the  Baptist  church  at  Li- 
mon,  Costa  Rica.  Brother  Rojas  has 
been  serving  as  pastor  of  this  church 
for  the  past  year  and  will  now  be 
working  under  the  direction  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  He  Is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Latin  American  Semi¬ 
nary  at  San  Jose,  he  aras  bom  in 
Remedios,  Cuba.  His  wife,  a  regist¬ 
ered  nurse,  assists  him  in  his  work.

4.500.000.  This  will  be  their  first  hos¬ 
pital  and  nurses  home. 

‘This  gift  of  Southern  Baptists  in 
helping  establish  a  great  Negro  hospi¬ 
tal  and  nurses  school  is  but  another 
proof  that  the  best  friends  of  the  Ne¬ 
gro  race  are  (Christian  white  people  of 
the  South,*’  declared  Mr.  Hart,  who 
was  Instruniental  in  raising  the  money. 

‘‘We  believe  that  the  racial  pro¬ 
blem  of  the  South  wiU  be  solved  by 
the  people  of  the  South,  through  the 
Christian  leadership  of  both  races, 
and  not  by  Northern  and  Eastern  agl- 
UUon  or  the  radical  element  of  either 
race."

'Child  of  Providence' 
Breaks  Ground 

According  to  an  article  on  page 
one,  the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  broke  ground  on 
July*  2  for  its  new  plant  on  the 
(ienlilly  high-way,  a  very  choice 
section  of  the  city.  According  to 
President  Leavell,  the  ultimate  cost 
of  the  new  Seminary  building  will 
be  at  least  $10,000,000. 

It  was  appropriate  that  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of  triLstees, 
Ixiwry  Kastman  of  Baton  Rouge, 
should  turn  the  first  spade  of  dirt 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  group  of 
Baptists  and  friends.  Certainly,  this 
was  the  realization  of  a  dream  as 
well  as  the  evidence  of  the  answer 
to  many  prayers. 

Since  1916  the  Seminary  has 
been  located  at  1220  Washington 
Avenue  on  the  former  Sophie  New¬ 
comb  College  pro|)erly,  but  now 
the  Seminary'  has  outgrown  this 
projierty  and  has  been  for  some 
years  seriously  hamlicap|)ed  be- 
cau.se  of  the  lack  of  room  ami  ex¬ 
pansion  at  the  old  location  w  as  im¬ 
possible.  God  o|)ene«l  the  way  to 
purcha.se  7.5  clMiice  acres  on  the 
Gentilly  highway  at  what  many 
lieople  consider  a  very,  very  fair 
price.  In  fact,  the  acquisition  of 
the  new  site  is  marked  with  Pro¬ 
vidence  from  beginning  to  end. 

As  ^finances  justify,  new  build¬ 
ings  will  be  erected  and  the  trus¬ 
tees  are  dead  set  against  a  crippling 
debt.  l>r.  I>eavell  says  that  the 
building  program  will  probably 
continue  for  10  years,  but  that  he 
is  hoping  that  friends  will  rise  up 
to  make  possible  an  earlier  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  program.

L  A  ROLL  OF  A  BOOK.  1.  The  Roll. 

It  waa  raaAe  of  aSded  pages  of  papy¬ 
rus,  parchment,  or  THIum.  Take  a  page 
of  writing  paper,  write  it  full  from 
top'  to  bottom,  then  paste,  glue,  or 
sew  another  sheet  to  the  righlhand 
edge  of  the  first  and  fill  it  with  writ¬ 
ing,  then  in  the  same  manner  add  a 
third  sheet,  a  fourth,  and  so  on  till 
yon  hare  completed  the  writing,  how- 
soerer  many  sheets  are  required  for 
the  writing.  But  as  yon  hare  written 
page  after  page,  sheet  after  sheet  of 
paper,  yon  hare  rolled  the  srritten 
pages  npon  a  wooden  roller. 

When  the  last  page  has  been  writ¬ 
ten,  and  in  order  to  get  back  to  the 
first  sheet,  or  page,  you  place  another 
rolled  at  the  right  edge  of  the  last 
sheet,  unroll  the  writing  from  the 
first  roll  onto  the  second  til  Ut  is 
all  wound  npon  the  second  roller.  This 
roll  of  paper  of  Teilum  is  "a  rool  of  a 
book.”  The  word  translated  “book” 
means  a  writing,  so  “a  roll  of  a  bo<A” 
is  a  writing  roll,  or  srritten  roll.  You 
will  see  how  this  roll  is ‘called  a  sol- 
ume,  because  it  is  round.  You  read 
the  first  page,  then  unroll  the  second 
from  Its  roller  and  roll  up  the  first 
upon  Its.

Well,  what  would  be  thought  of  any 
man  who  should  Just  now  prophecy, 
smd  claim  that  he  spoke  the  word  of 
Ood,  that  we  arc  sure  to  have  war 
with  Russia  is  going  to  win,  to  ruin 
our  country  and  make  slaves  of  all 
our  people?  It  would  be  well  for  the 
man  who  made  such  a  prophecy  and 
published  it  to  go  into  hiding.  But 
from  this  the  friendship  of  Baruch  did 
not  draw  back.  A  friend  should  share 
hla  friend’s  misfortunes.  So  the  two 
of  them,  the  prophet  and  bis  amenn- 
ensis,  went  and  hid  themselves. 

IV.  A  FREQUENT  FATS  OF  THE 
PATRIOT.  Baruch  and  Jeremiah  were 
unaelllshly  patriotic  men.  They  loved 
their  country  above  themselves.  But 
they  were  set  in  the  midst  of  a  peo¬ 
ple  who  were  for  self  first  azKl  country 
afterwards,  were  bent  first  of  ail  on 
the  attainment  of  their  own  selfish 
ends. 

The  salvation  of  their  country  de¬ 
pended  absslatety  upon  their  denying 
themselves  selfisb  indnlgeneies  and 
turning  from  the  heathen  gods  about 
them  to  the  God  of  the  clean  life,  and 
those  things  they  were  not  willing  to 
da,  no  matter  wkat  the  conacqncnccs. 
And  woe  be  to  any  man  who  advised  a 
caurie  of  actioB  which  drew  them  to 
a  rcnnnciatisB  of  the  evil  mt  their 
ursys  and  called  them  loyalty  to 
Jehovah. 

V.  EXIT  BARUCH  THE  FRIEND. 
Came  the  Babylonians  in  overwhelm¬ 
ing  numbers  so  that  the  prophecies  of 
Jeremiah  were  being  fulfilled.  See, 
now,  the  folly  of  the  defeated  people. 
Did  they  blame  themselves?  Not 
a  bit  of  It!  They  reasoned  that  If  Jere¬ 
miah  bad  not  propbeded,  the  evil 
would  not  have  come  upon  them,  and 
to  find  a  further  scapegoat,  they 
pldied  on  Baruch  an  egged  him  on. 

What  the  recourse  is  the  bacr  of 
desperation?  Ran!  Run!  “Run  where?” 
Down  into  Egypt!  Again  the  vuiee 
mi  the  faithful  prophet  comes  wMh  a 
warning  against  the  ftigbt  Into  Egypt. 
“Stay  bonec,  and  make  the  hest  pos¬ 
sible  terms  with  the  conqueror.  He  will 
be  easy  to  piseste  if  yon  will  submit  to' 
his  authority.” 

But  no.  they  most  run  away,  and 
beyond  that,  Jeremiah  and  Baruch 
shall  go  along  down  Into  Egypt.  So 
the  now  aging  prophet,  who  hnd 
never  won  a  single  leader  of  his  people 
to  hear  him  with  patience,  eras  taken 
along  with  this  one  true  friend  down 
Into  a  land  which  neitBer  of  them 
wished  to  enter.  Baruch  was  alone  but 
for  Ood  and  Jeremiah.

He  ooafeaoed  to  the  paetor 
that  he  was  operating  two  legal  stores 
and  two  Illegal  stores  In  a  wet  Georgia 
County.  The  reason  tor  such  opera* 
tlons  according  to  his  own  statement, 
was  that  he  was  making  his  money 
through  the  bootleg  stores.

A  National  organization  of  tavern 
keepers  and  customers,  “The  Sons  of 
the  Whiskey  Rebellion,’*  has  started 
"dedicated  to  fight  the  return  of  pro¬ 
hibition  and  oppose  oppressive  liquor 
taxes.’  The  tavern  owners  ferried  to 
the  Statute  of  Liberty  to  launch  their 
national  drive. 

In  the  nine  county-wide  local  option 
elections  held  In  Texas  In  1947,  the 
drys  won  seven.  Of  the  254  counties  in 
Texas,  there  are  only  32  totally  wet. 
There  are  140  dry  counties  where  no 
beer,  wine  or  whiskey  is  sold  legally. 


Judge  K.  T.  Webb,  United  SUtes 
District  Judge  for  the  Western  District 
of  North^arolina,  who  has  been  on 
the  bench  for  twenty-five  years,  has 
never  charged  a  grand  jury  without 
Indicting  the  liquor  traffic.  His  advice 
to  the  youth  of  the  Country  Is: 

"Never  take  the  first  drink  and  you 
will  never  get  drunk.  Liquor  makes  a 
fiend  out  of  a  good  man.  About  75  per 
cent  of  the  criminal  cases  tried  In  my 
court  envolve  liquor.  Liquor  is  our 
country’s  enemy  No.  1,  the  devil’s 
best  friend  and  God's  worst  enemy.” 

An  Assoclatlonal  press  story  from 
Augusta,  Georgia,  covering  the  an¬ 
nual  convention  of  the  Georgia  Liquor 
Dealers  Association  quotes  them  as 
blaming  “moonshine”  liquor,  exces¬ 
sive  state  taxes  and  Illegal  Sunday 
sale  as  the  reasons  why  legal  liquor 
sales  have  declined  40  per  cent  this 
year  In  Georgia.  One  quoted  Federal 
government  estimates  427,000  gallons 
of  Illegal  liquor  was  consumed  In  Geor¬ 
gia  last  year  than  legal  tax-paid  li¬ 
quor.

IN  SOUTHWEST  CHINA 


Brotherhood  ActiTiUes 

Many  times  we  have  beard  it  said, 
“Our  men  Just  don’t  seem  to  be  able 
to  find  anything  to  do.**  and  at  first 
thought,  there  does  seem  little  that 
a  layman  can  do  to  help  his  Church, 
in  his  spare  time. 

Taking  advantage  of  other  Broth¬ 
erhoods,  however,  we  can  observe 
many  things  that  are  being  done,  that 
do  not  take  too  much  time,  do  not  re¬ 
quire  special  skills,  are  Interesting, 
and  most  worthwhile  for  the  Church. 

First  on  our  list  would  be  devotion¬ 
al.  Any  group  of  the  Church. 

First  on  our  list  would  be  devotion- 
als.  Any  group  of  Christian  men  can 
find  places  to  hold  cottage  prayer  ser¬ 
vices,  Jail  services,  visit  the  hospital 
or  nursing  homes.  The  speaker  does 
not  need  to  beu  a  finished  public 
speaker,  he  Just  presents  the  Word  of 
Ood  as  he  sees  it.  in  his  own  language. 
A  few  times  at  this  will  convince  any 
man  that  it  not  hard,  and  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  telling  the  Oospel  to  others 
is  really  worthwhile.  Other  men  should 
go  along,  with  their  wives,  to  sing  and 
give  support  to  the  speaker.  It  is  per¬ 
haps  wise  to  start  this  with  one  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  each  month,  then  as 
there  are  more  places  to  go,  have 
several  devotionals  each  month. 

Second  on  our  list  is  the  “Man  and 
Boy  Movement.”  Here  a  lasrman  finds 
a  boy  who  is  not  attending  Bible 
School  and  brings  him  four  Sundays, 
after  which  we  give  him  a  Service 
Award.  This  will  be  of  material  help 
to  the  Superintendent,  as  well  as  to 
the  boy  and  his  family. 

Third,  we  can  Issue,  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Church,  a  box  of  enve¬ 
lopes  to  each  new  member  who  Joins 


the  Church.  This  not  only  renders  a 
service,  but  It  gives  our  men  a  chance 
to  welcome  the  new  person  to  our 
fellowship.  This  project  gives  the  Fin¬ 
ance  Committee  a  worthwhile  Job. 

Fourth,  we  can  furnish  leaders  for 
the  Royal  Ambassadors  and  the  Boy 
Scout  Troop,  as  well  as  Teachers  for 
the  Bible  &hool.  One  project  we 
should  be  constantly  looking  for.  is 
the  opportunity  to  furnish  leaders  and 
sponsors  for  the  Training  Union.  Even 
though  working  in  the  Training  Union 
may  mean  reduced  activity  in  the 
Brotherhood,  we  must  hold  ourselves 
ready  to  be  used  where  needed.  We 
are  not  competing  with  any  organiza¬ 
tion,  and  must  help  when  asked,  but 
we  should  make  it  clear  to  the  lead¬ 
ers  of  these  groups  that  we  really 
want  to  help. 

Fifth,  we  can  be  on  the  alert  to  the 
needs  for  a  Mission  in  our  community. 
Our  men  are  Ideal  to  establish  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  we  will  find  our  Pastors 
ready  to  give  advice  and  other  help 
in  this  venture. 

Sixth,  we  can  visit  other  Brother¬ 
hood  organizations  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  fellowship  to  be  gained.  Our 
quarterly  Associational  meetings  help 
in  this  respect,  but  we  should  keep  in 
touch  with  neighboring  Brotherhoods 
and  visit  them  from  time  to  time. 

Yes  there  ace  many  things  we  can 
do  that  are  worthwhile  and  Christ- 
Ilke.  A  blood  bank  can  be  established 
for  the  use  of  the  Church  -  regular 
days  of  visitation  can  be  observed  with 
Pastor,  men  encouraged  in  their  Chris¬ 
tian  lives,  and  lost  men  talked  with. 

Give  this  plan  a  real  trial,  and  yon 
will  agree,  the  Southwide  Plan  Is  the 
best  plan. 


Request  for  more  than  $100,000  for  expamlon  in  Southwest  China  is  made  by 
Secretary  Baker  James  Cauthen  foUoa'lng  his  return  to  the  Orient  after  a  brief  visit 
to  the  States  during  April  and  May.  He  lists  below  some  of  the  plans  and  possibiliUes 
for  further  work  in  South  China 


1.  EXPANSION  IN  SOUTHWEST  CHINA.  We  have  come  to  the  place  where 
North  and  Interior  China  are  so  uncertain  in  their  outlook  because  of  the  civil  war, 
that  we  are  in  need  of  relocating  some  of  . 
our  displaced  missionaries  so  that  they  can 
continue  their  worX  on  a  better  basis.  A  great

We  must  never  forgrt  that  the  Lord  has  often  thrust  his  servants  out  into  wider 
fields  of  witness  through  the  agency  of  disturbed  conditions.  There  is  no  feeling  in 
China  that  we  should  simply  mark  time  until  better  days  come.  There  U  a  strong 
feeling  that  we  should  as  wisely  as  possible  relocate  evacuated  missionaries  In  places 
of  major  service.  Some  of  them  already  are  Uklng  up  asslgnmenU  within  the  areas 
of  our  present  work.  Others  will  most  Ukely  find  opportunity  in  places  which  Baptist 
leaders  bad  long  desired  could  be  entered.

(This  year’s  cancelled).  ’The  Music 
Conference  at  Ridgecrest  is  recom¬ 
mended  highly. 

Every  church  In  the  state  should  get 
Into  the  Music  Emphasis  Program 
which  was  designed  for  the  churches. 
This  program  will  help  you  to  develop 
and  to  use  your  owm  people.
